PLANTING AND CARE OF NURSERY STOCK. As an- 
other service to our customers we have devoted a part of 
this Garden Book to tips and ideas on gardening. While 
our business is the growing and selling of Seeds, Bulbs and 
Plants for the garden, our interest in our customers does 
not stop there. Of equal importance to us is your success 
in growing our products. Space does not permit detailed 
instructions on everything we sell but we hope these con- 
densed tips will help you in your gardening. If you require 


CARE OF STOCK ON ARRIVAL 


If you are unable to plant your Nursery Stock on arrival, 
all types of plants, except pot plants, can be safely held 
for a few days by simply opening the package to allow 
free air circulation about the tops. The roots, however, 
should be covered with some type of moist material to 
prevent exposure to air and prevent drying. Leaves, straw, 
compost, soil or even wet burlap will do but be sure to 
use enough for complete root protection, If stored more 
than 2 or 3 days they should be heeled in, which is 
actually temporary planting, by digging a trench and bury- 
ing the roots in the ground. Pack soil firmly around the 
roots to prevent air pockets (see illustration) and keep 
the soil moist until ready to plant. 
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CORRECT PLANTING OF 
NURSERY STOCK 


SPECIAL NOTE. Don’t overlook any part of these planting 
recommendations, which may mean the difference between 
success and failure. 


SPRING PLANTING. Most nursery stock is planted in the 
spring and may be set as soon as the frost is out of the 
ground until new growth actively starts, which, for 
northern-grown stock, is in late May. While early plant- 
ing is preferred, late planting is perfectly safe even in 
the South, if dormant, northern stock is properly planted, 
watered and cared for. 


FALL PLANTING. Except for a few varieties, Fall plant- 
ing is just as satisfactory as Spring and actually preferred 
by many gardeners. It is not safe to move plants in the 
Fall until they become dormant through frost action which 
may be anywhere between mid-October and early Novem- 
ber, depending on the season. The planting season may 
continue until the ground freezes permanently for the win- 
ter. Fall planting procedures are the same as in the spring, 
with one extra but important step. After the ground is 
frozen cover the soi] around the plant with leaves, straw 
or other litter to a depth of 4 to 6 inches to prevent 
heaving caused by alternate freezing and thawing of the 
ground. 


SOAKING ROOTS. When ready to plant trees, shrubs, 
evergreens or other woody plant materials, soak the en- 
tire root in a tub of water for at least 8 hours, but not 
more than 24, to replace the natural moisture content of 
both root and top which is lost during the dormant period. 
Do not soak soft plants like perennials, strawberries, 
asparagus, etc. Caution: Keep roots covered with wet bur- 
lap or other material at all times to prevent even momen- 
tary drying from sun or wind, until planting has been 
completed. 


PRUNE BEFORE PLANTING. Trim all broken or damaged 
roots with a clean, fresh slanting cut with sharp knife or 
shears, which will induce rapid growth of a new system 
of feeder roots. Top-prune 

deciduous trees and shrubs 

before planting as recom- 

mended for various types of 

plants. Don’t just chop off 

excess branches, do it care- 

fully with a sharp instru- 

ment to avoid damage to the 

bark. A portion of the root 

system is unavoidably dam- 

aged or removed at the time 

of digging, leaving more 

top than the remaining root 

system can properly feed 

and support. We recommend 

removal of at least 1/3 of 

the top by complete removal 

of undesirable branches and : 

shortening of the balance. Make all pruning cuts on a 
plant just above strong buds on the outside of the branch. 
(See illustration.) 


SOIL PREPARATION AND PLANTING. This is highly im- 
portant to the development of new roots. Be sure the 
hole is deep enough and wide enough to allow spreading 
the roots out in natural fashion, without bending or crowd- 
ing. Remove a few inches of extra soil at the bottom and 
replace with top soil or compost, for a better start. Set 
slightly deeper than the tree or shrub was previously 
planted, which shows by the soil line on the bark. 


Spread roots carefully and cover with a few inches of top 
soil packing down firmly with your heel or blunt stick. 
Repeat the process until the hole is 2/3 filled, Fill with 
water and work the mud around the roots to close all air 
pockets, After the water has settled, fill the balance of 


the hole and again thoroughly pack the soil and repeat the 
soaking process until the hole is filled. Leave a slight de- 
pression to hold moisture and keep well watered until the 
plant is well established. 


FERTILIZERS. Organic matter such as compost, well rot- 
ted manure or peat mixed with the soil at planting time is 
highly beneficial. Chemical fertilizers are most beneficial 
used in liquid form and applied after new roots start to 
form in two or three weeks. Warning. Never allow un- 
rotted manures or undissolved chemical fertilizers to come 
in contact with any part of the plant. 


FLOWERING SHRUBS 


Carefully prune and plant according to instructions out- 
lined above, removing at least 1/3 of the total top growth. 
(See illustration.) Many people request the largest pos- 
sible sizes for a quicker display but actually these over- 
grown shrubs are more difficult to move and the larger 
they are the more top must be removed for successful 
transplanting. We recommend in most cases a shrub jin 
18/24” grade, large enough for some immediate effects 
yet young enough to transplant easily. These younger 
plants will catch up with the larger ones sooner than you 
expect. 

Pruning of established shrubs consists principally in keep- 
ing the plant in desired shape and size, plus the removal 
of the older canes as new ones develop from the base. 
good general rule for pruning time is immediately after it 
is through flowering to allow full development of bloom 
for the following season. Spring flowering shrubs bloom 
on branches that grew the previous summer, while sum- 
mer and fall flowering varieties bloom on the current sea- 
son’s growth. 


FLOWERING AND SHADE TREES 


Plant according to rules outlined above. Branched trees 
should be selectively pruned in the manner outlined under 
Orchard Fruits. Single stemmed trees (whips) should 
have about 1/3 of the top removed at the time of planting 
and selective pruning in the 2nd or 3rd year. Trees with 
a trunk 1” or more thick. should be wrapped with paper 
from the ground up to the lowest branch during the first 
summer to prevent ‘‘sun scald’? which will eventually kill 
or deform the tree. 


EVERGREENS 


The planting of seedling Evergreens requires specialized 
treatment that cannot be covered in a short space but we 
will gladly furnish complete printed instructions free on 
request. Larger, bare root Evergreens are planted in the 
same manner as other trees or shrubs. The pruning of 
established Evergreens is where most people fail. Do not 
be afraid to trim them. If they have a double leader, re- 
move one; if the leader is crooked, stake it up., Keep side 
branches cut off to form a symmetrical shape, all of 
which should be done in early spring. To retard their 
growth when they reach full desired size or to cause them 
to branch, cut away from 1/2 to 273 of the new growth in 


late June. 
ROSES 


The planting and care of Roses is a very controversial 
issue and even the experts disagree on many points. Cli- 
matie conditions will also vary the procedure. Space 
limitation permits covering only the high spots but a more 
detailed circular is yours for the asking. 


Planting. Proceed as with a tree or shrub as outlined 
above, except for soil and planting depth. Roses are 
heavy feeders and whether or not you use chemical fer- 
tilizers a high percentage of organic matter in the soil is 
essential. Use only top-soil in refilling the hole to which 
has been added an equal amount of compost, well rotted 
manure or leaf mold. Planting depth varies with climatic 
conditions. In the South where the ground does not freeze, 
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more detailed information, or need advice on specific prob- 
lems, our Customer Service Department is available to give 
you whatever assistance may be possible. Don’t let our 
specific instructions frighten you! While our planting in- 
structions are based on providing ideal conditions, most . 
plants will give a satisfactory performance under conditions 
somewhat less than ideal, so the old adage still holds good a 
“the more effort you put into your gardening the more you ee 
will realize out of it.” 
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the graft or bud union should be left above ground. A 
little farther North, bury it 2” below the surface, In the 
far North, where winter temperatures approach zero or 
below, we recommend an unorthodox method of deep 
planting that we have found produces exactly as good re- 
sults as shallow planting and eliminates nearly all Rose ~ 
winterkill. Prepare the entire bed, or at least the Am 
dividual hole, to a depth of 2 ft. or more if necessary, 

carefully prepare the soil by mixing it half and half with 
organic matter and set the plant deep enough so the bud 
union is buried anywhere from 8 to 12 inches below the 

surface of the ground. Roses require good drainage so — 
if your soil is heavy clay dig the holes that much deeper ~ 
and fill the bottom with a layer of coarse gravel before 

adding the top soil. , ie 


Pruning. Roses must be severely pruned for continuous 
bloom. When first set leave 6 to 8 inches of top aboye 
the soil. As soon as a branch has finished flowering cut 
it back to a strong side shoot near the ground. If a new ~ 
shoot has not started, cut the old one off 4 or 5 inches 
above the ground. (See illustration.) ‘ 


Feeding. For vigorous plants and maximum bloom Roses 
should be fed and watered regularly. Thoroughly soak _ 
twice a week during the summer. A daily light sprinkling 
will do more harm than good. A good feeding schedule is — 
to anply the first application when growth starts in the — 
spring; the second when the first blooms are over and the 
third one about a month later. In the central and lower 
South, additional feedings should continue every 4 to 6 
weeks until fall or early winter. Always feed in liquid — 
form when the soil is fairly dry and follow up by a 
thorough soaking. Use either liquid manure or a complete — 
balanced chemical fertilizer recommended for Roses. 7 


Rose Pests. The principal insect pest found on Roses is — 
the common aphid, which is easily eliminated by spraying — 
or dusting with a good all-purpose insecticide. Other ir 
sects, should they appear, can usually be controlled at th 
same time. : 


Mildew and Black Spot are fungus diseases that attack 
most varieties of Roses but both can be controlled b 

avoiding as much as possible the conditions which cau 
them, plus the use of a good preventive spray. Fungus 
diseases grow from spores that are constantly in the air — 
we breathe and do no harm even to the Roses until con- 
ditions develop to induce their growth. In order to grow, 
the spores must have constant moisture over a period of 
several hours, the air must be humid and warm, Locate © 

your Rose bed where natural air currents eliminate still 
air as mueh as possible. Space plants far enough apart — 
(2 to 21/2 ft.) to permit free circulation of air. Keep the ~ 
ground clean, free from weeds and fallen leaves or petals. 
Water in the morning when the foliage dries off more 
rapidly from sun and wind. Finally, use a good Rose spray 
or fungicide every week or ten days to prevent fungus 
diseases from starting. Mildew shows up as a gray, pow- 
dery mass and Black Spot as tiny black dots on the leaves. 
Once either appears it cannot be removed but proper treat- 
ment will prevent further spread. 


CLIMBING ROSES should be treated as above except in 
pruning. The best bloom appears on canes of the previous 
summer’s growth. After the spring bloom has dropped, re- 
move part or all of the old canes to allow ample room for 
the new ones to develop. Additional pruning should be 
only to keep the plants in bounds. ee 


HOUSE PLANTS  _ 


Variations in the care of different varieties make it im- 
practical to more than generalize briefly. Detailed instrue- 
tions on the care of individual varieties are free for the 
asking. Oy 
The most essential elements for good growth are the same 
as for any other plant, though some require specialized 
treatment. All indoor plants must be well lighted but not 
all require full sunshine. All must have good soil and be 
fed regularly because, unlike outdoor plants, their roots 
eannot go beyond the confines of a small pot in search of — 
food or moisture. All must be well drained as only the 
lowest forms of plant life will survive in stagnant water. 
Most plants should be watered only when the soil become: 
dry and then thoroughly soaked. Foliage should be kept 
clean by occasional syringing. = ‘ 


In the absence of definite soil specifications a good all- 
purpose potting soil is as follows: 1 part clean sand, 2 
parts garden loam, 1 part leaf mold or peat and 1 part 
well decayed cow manure with a small amount of bon 
meal. — = -, se

WARNING. Remove old flower stems as soon as possible, 
~ just above the main foliage. Dying foliage and dried 
blooms will encourage development of fungus disease. 
Seed pods should not be allowed to develop unless you 
want the seeds, With many varieties this will encourage 
@ second crep of bloom. When perennials drop seeds the 
seedlings can become more troublesome than weeds. 


We receive reports that a collection of Phlox, Iris, Pop- 
pies, etc., has reverted to one or two colors but any 
botanist knows this is impossible. Volunteer seedlings of 
- mamed varieties are usually of inferior quality but are 
_ often more yigorous and may choke out the more desirable 
varieties and completely take over the garden. In varie- 
_ ties such as Iris the more prolific varieties multiply more 
rapidly and crowd out the slower growing ones. 


_ IRIS. Rhizomes should be planted with the fleshy por- 

tion just below the surface of the soil. When the ground 

settles the rhizome will then remain above ground, as is 
_ its natural habit. 


_ PEONIES. It is important that the buds or eyes be set 
between 1 and 2 inches below ground level. The most 


frequent cause of failure to bloom is too deep or too 
shallow planting, 


y: FLOWERING BULBS 


Space does not permit details on planting and care of 
bulbs but complete instructions are furnished with each 
variety that we ship and our Customers’ Service Depart- 
ment is always ready to supply specific information re- 
quested. INDOOR BULBS are those normally grown in 
pots and treated as house plants. Except for a variation 
in planting depth and treatment during a rest period the 
Zeneral instructions on care of house plants will, in. most 
eases, apply. GARDEN BULBS fall into two classes, Hardy 
Bulbs that are left in the ground over winter and Tender 
Bulbs that must be lifted and stored. Treatment of in- 
dividual varieties will vary but the storage is about the 
same. After bulbs are dug, dry them thoroughly and 
slowly in a cool place, away from sun and wind. Keep as 
cool as possible during winter but do not allow them to 
freeze. Store in open top containers, spread thinly for 
free circulation of air.. If too warm or too dry they will 
lose vitality but if kept too moist in tight containers they 
will mold and decay. 


ae ORCHARD FRUITS 


at While commercial orchardists must follow certain pro- 
cedures for profitable operation of large scale fruit pro- 
duction, the home orchard will produce satisfactory re- 
sults with far less than ideal requirements. Always re- 
member, however, that the more closely you follow good 
orchard practices the higher the quality and greater your 
productivity will be. 


_  ~LOCATION AND PLANTING. Fruit trees do best in soil of 
medium texture. If possible, avoid light sand or gravel, 
as well as heavy clay or muck. Select a location that is 
well drained and where free circulation of air prevents 
| dead air pockets and damage from late spring frosts is 
much less likely. Follow the same planting methods as for 


- Shade Trees or Shrubs. Proper pruning at the time of 
= planting is more important than many realize as it can 
a determine either good or bad results in later years. As a

Orchard Fruits before shipment. The following distances 
are for orchard planting to give maximum production. 
Where space is limited, trees may be set closer and still 
produce a satisfactory crop. Apples 35 ft., Sour Cherries 
. 20 ft., Sweet Cherries 25 ft., Peaches 20 ft., Plums 20 
ft., Pears 20 ft. 


POLLINATION. Most fruit trees should be provided with 
another variety of the same type to produce maximum 
crops. If not practical, enough fruit for home use may 
still be produced. If your neighbor has an Apple Tree of 
another variety, it will serve the same function as one in 
your own yard. Sour Cherries and many of the Peaches 
are entirely self-fruitful when standing alone but Apples, 
Plums, Pears and Sweet Cherries need pollinizers 


SPRAYING. A regular program is almost necessary to 
keep trees vigorous and healthy and produce insect-free 
fruit. While the commercial orchardist uses many dif- 
ferent sprays it is more practical for the home orchardist 
to use an ‘‘All Purpose’’ spray. Spraying times vary so 
much in different parts of the country that we could not 
attempt to furnish even a condensed chart. In most States 
the County Agricultural Agent or the State Department of 
Agriculture will furnish you with a complete spraying 
“calendar’’ for your own district. 


Re ‘BEARING AGE. We are frequently asked at what age a 
fruit tree will bear which, of course, will vary somewhat 
with the variety and growth progress of the individual 
_ tree, Peaches and Sour Cherries usually begin to set fruit 
when 3 years old. Plums and Pears from 3 to 5 years; 
r Sweet Cherries, 3 to 5 years. Apples vary considerably; 
_ Yellow Transparent often bears when only 2 years old 
y hile a Northern Spy seldom sets fruit before the 6th year.

The 
most common question is 
“why do fruit trees bloom 
but never produce fruit’’? 
We can only guess at the 
reason without knowing 
more about the circum- 
stances but, usually, one or 
more of the following ap- 
plies: Extreme cold at 
blooming time can either 
kill the bloom or cause fruit 
to drop before it matures. 
Heavy rains during polliniz- 
ing period ean prevent fruit 
from setting. Severe winter 
temperatures can kill buds 
before they open and pre- 
vent fruit set. Lack of a 
pollinizing variety for self- 
unfruitful varieties. Lack of 
proper spraying to prevent 
insect damage, 


BRAMBLE OR CANE FRUITS 


PLANTING AND SOILS. The bramble fruits are adapted 
to a wide range of soils, except low, wet ground. They 
do best in sandy loam containing a good supply of or- 
ganic matter and while they prefer a slightly acid soil it 
is not essential. A location where air circulates freely 
will help prevent fungus diseases but subjection to strong 
winds should be avoided. Soil preparation, planting and 
watering are the same as for other plants. Remove all 
but 12 or 15 inches of the top at planting time. In com- 
mercial plantings Red Raspberries are usually set 3x 6 
ft.; Black Raspberries 5 x 6 ft.; Blackberries 6x 8 ft.; 
Dewberries and Boysenberries 5 x 5 ft. if staked or 3x 6 
it. if trellised. 


PRUNING AND CARE. The pruning of bramble fruits is 
very important for productive and healthy plants. As 
soon as they are through bearing immediately remove the 
fruiting canes, cutting as close to the ground as possible, 
Be careful not to damage new canes coming from the base 
that will produce next year’s crop. To prevent sprawling 
growth of upright varieties, pinch off the tips of the new 
canes when they reach the desired height in mid-summer. 
Pinching will also throw the growth into lateral branches 
for a heavier crop of fruit. Blackberries have rigid canes 
to support themselves without assistance. Raspberries 
can be allowed to grow naturally but most growers pre- 
fer to tie them up to individual stakes or to_ wires 
stretched on posts. Trailing varieties, like Dewberries 
and Boysenberries, may be allowed to run along the 
ground in wide rows or tied to wires stretched 2 or 3 ft. 
above the ground, 


DISEASES AND INSECTS. Insects are usually not a seri- 
ous problem and the most serious diseases being of fungus 
type can be pretty well controlled by sanitary cultivation. 
Fungus spores thrive under wazm, humid conditions. All 
trash, fallen leaves, trimmings,”etc., should be removed 
from around the plants and if a cane looks suspicious re- 
move and burn it. Remove wild brambles near Berry 
plantings and be sure to remove old canes as soon as they 
are through fruiting. Spraying is necessary only when 
disease appears and then consult your County Agricultural 
Agent for recommendations, 


GRAPES 


PLANTING AND SOILS. Grapes should be planted in the 
same manner as a Shrub or Tree, spacing 7 or 8 ft. apart. 
Rich soil is not required or even desirable. Sandy or 
gravelly loam soils will yield the best crops but a satis- 
factory home crop can be realized from almost any gar- 
den soil. These instructions are intended for the home 
gardener. Commercial planters should request bulletins 
from the Department of Agriculture of their own State. 


PRUNING AND TRAINING. Cut off all of the top but 3 
good buds; after these have grown about a foot select the 
strongest to train into a trunk, stake it in a vertical posi- 
tion and remove the others. If this shoot grows 8 ft. or 
more the first season it will probably bear the next year. 
If less than 3 ft. of growth you will be time ahead to cut 
it back to 8 buds and repeat the first year’s procedure, 
If you use an arbor or trellis, allow the trunk to develop 
the necessary length, but if grown on horizontal wires cut 
off the main shoot just above the top wire. Select four 
laterals to develop and tie along the wire as in the illus- 
tration, shortening them to leave from 6 to 10 good buds. 
Grapes, when once established, are rampant growers and 
must be severely pruned each year during winter or early 
spring. All branches, except the main trunk, should be 
pruned. Select four new laterals to tie along the wires 
and remove the old ones. Remoye ail but 6 to 10 buds 
each time new laterals are selected. All other vine growth 
should be removed as the more unnecessary growth you 
have the smaller will be the bunches and the poorer the 
quality. 


SPRAYING. A regular spraying or dusting program should 
be maintained for healthy plants and insect-free fruit. 


Your State Department of Agriculture will furnish you 
with a spray calendar applicable to your own locality. 


STRAWBERRIES 


Strawberries thrive in most types of soil but will yield 
best on light, sandy loam, with plenty of humus, in full 
sunlight. Thoroughly loosen the soil and set the plants as 
soon as possible after you receive them. If unable to plant 
immediately, separate the bundles and spread out the 
plants in such manner as to keep roots moist but the 
crowns exposed to the air, to prevent rotting. 


For the home garden we recommend setting spring-fruiting 
varieties 24” apart in 3 ft. rows, Everbearers can be set 
as close as 15 to 18”. Be careful in planting to spread 
the roots out well, rather than bunched or cramped, and 
keep the crown right at ground level. Planting too deep 
or too shallow may eventually kill the plants. Be sure to 
pack the soil tightly around newly set plants. Remove 
blossoms the first season until July 1st to permit the roots 
to become established. Mulching with straw or other 
litter will protect the plants from winter injury, retain 
moisture, retard weed growth and keep fruit off the 
ground. The best fertilizer for Strawberries is well-rotted 
manure applied at the time of setting and again after the 
fruiting season. Our two-page circular on Strawberry cul- 
ture is yours for the asking. f 


BLUEBERRIES 


The first requirement for growing Blueberries is a very 
acid soil, preferably one with a soil reaction between 
Ph 4.0 and 5.1. For commercial plantings, the soil must 
be within this range. If the reaction is below 4.0 it can 
be increased by the application of ground limestone and 
if above, it can be lowered by applying a liberal quantity 
of acid peat or such chemicals as sulphur, ammonium 
nitrate, etc. If your soil is very far above or below the 
required Ph limitations it is not practical to correct it, 
except for small, home plantings. + 


Blueberries should have a constant but moderate water 
supply throughout the growing season and prefer a loose 
soil with a high percentage of organie matter. A planting 
space of 4 ft. apart in rows 8 ft. apart is recommended. 
For full fruit-set two or more varieties should be planted 
to provide pollination. No pruning is necessary until the 
3rd year, when the small, bushy growth at the base of the 
plant should be removed, plus additional pruning to keep 
the plants in desired shape or size and to remove the less 
vigorous older branches. Complete instructions on Blue- 
berry culture is free for the asking. 


NUT TREES 


PLANTING AND SOILS. Growing Nut Trees is fast becom- 
ing one of the most profitable horticultural hobbies, not 
only for the small grounds but to the farmer with miles 
of fence row that can be planted for an easy cash crop. 
Except for Chestnuts and Butternuts all kinds of Nuts 
prefer a neutral or slightly alkaline soil, Well drained, 
loose sub-soils are best as Nuts are deep rooted. Avoid 
A ip oat or soils underlaid with solid rock or heavy 
clay. 


Follow the same general instructions as for planting Shade 
Trees outlined at the beginning of this article but as Nut 
Trees do not produce an extensive system of fibre roots 
more care must be exercised to keep the roots from drying 
until they become established. While closely-set trees in 
the lawn will produce satisfactory crops, orchard or fence- 
row planting should be given ample space to develop the 
greatest possible productivity. 

PRUNING. After planting, cut the top back to a single 
stem 12” above the graft. Several sprouts will start to 
grow from the stub. Select the strongest and cut off all 
others and remoye any that appear below the graft. This 
sprout will form the permanent trunk of your tree which 
should have the top pinched out when it reaches 4 or 5 ft. 
high. As additional side branches develop remove all ex- 
cept 3 or 4 which will form the head, or main branches. 
BEARING AGE. We are frequently asked this question so 
have given the information in the chart below, to the best 
of our knowledge. Grafted trees, produced from bearing 
wood, bear much younger than those grown from seed 
and frequently bear while still in the Nursery but the size 
of a young tree will not permit more than a handful of 
nuts so the development of a sturdy tree, capable of bear- 
ing large crops when fully developed, is far more im- 
portant than its ability to bear when only 2 or 3 years 
old. The following figures are based on Northern planting.

POLLINATION of Nut Trees sometimes poses a problem in 
a small planting unless other trees are located nearby. 
Even varieties that are self-fertile usually bear heavier 
when pollinated by another, The male flower appears in 
the fall in the form of a catkin that opens to shed its 
pollen in the spring. The female flower usually appears 
at the end of a small nutlet which must open during the 
pollen-shedding period. A few varieties are known where 
the two flower forms open simultaneously but if pollen 
from one tree sheds at the wrong time it is safer if others 
are close enough for wind to aid in fertilization. Catkins 
forming in the fall may be damaged over winter on one 
tree but not on another. A few grafted varieties are known 
to produce dependable crops standing alone but the 
blooming habits of seedling trees cannot be known until 
they reach blooming age. Frequently, a tree will produce 
catkins for a year or two before it produces nutlets, 


PERENNIAL GARDEN PLANTS 


ASPARAGUS, We recommend one-year old plants for best 
results. Set 18” apart in 4 ft. rows. The crown of the 
plant should be set 6” below the surface, Asparagus 
should be cut sparingly the 2nd year and for only about 
6 weeks the 3rd year, after which cutting can continue 
until too tough to use. 100 plants should yield about 
40 lbs. per year, Because of heavy cutting, a heavy 
feeding schedule should be maintained. If available, cover 
the bed with a heavy application of manure and straw each 
fall, removing it in the spring. For a 100 ft. row, apply 
20 lbs. of liming material and 10 lbs. of complete fertili- 
zer early in the spring. In mid-summer, a second applica- 
tion of complete fertilizer is also recommended. 
HORSERADISH is usually started with piece-roots the 
thickness of a lead pencil and 5 to 8” long. Plant them 
flat, about 6” deep and 18” apart on almost any type of 
soil. Rich ground and a summer application of. fertilizer 
will increase your crop. Dig in the fall, scrape the skin 
from the roots and grind as finely as possible. Add vine- 
gar to proper consistency. We recommend replanting 
each year, even though perennial, as roots of current year’s 
growth are of the best quality. 

RHUBARB. Set 4 ft. apart with the crown 4” below the 
surface. 6 to 12 plants will produce enough for the av- 
erage family. Rhubarb is a heavy feeder and should be 
provided with rich soil and plenty of fertilizer each year. 
Mulch well in the fall with leaves, straw or, preferably, a 
good application of manure. Keep fiowering stalks cut 
off to insure a better crop next year, 
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ANNUAL FLOWER AND VEGETABLE 


As life itself must depend on the soil for its existence, 
home gardening becomes a means of making that life 
more enjoyable. The mysteries and. wonderful beauties 
of watching plants grow is an experience for young and 
old alike. The pleasures of gardening should not be 
denied, 


The instructions and suggestions here given are only 
general. We hope they will be of assistance to the be- 
ginner as well as the experienced gardener. Complete 
planting instructions for each variety we sell is printed 
on the package of seeds and our Customer Service De- 
partment is always ready to advise you on’ specifi¢ 
problems. 


Suggestions on Planting Seeds 


Good rich soil will naturally give you a better garden, but 
nearly all types of soil are suitable for growing some- 
thing. The poor soils can be improved by spading in 
some good soil, manure or small quantities of peat. The 
best fertilizer is manure or compost, but, when not ayail- 
able, it is a good idea to use comercial fertilizer in the 
soil each year before planting. For best results, a small 
quantity of commercial fertilizer can also be worked into 
the soil around the plants during mid-season when they 
are about half-grown. 


Even though the planting instructions are on each pack- 
age of seed, the tendency is to plant all varieties too deep. 
This is particularly true of small seeds. Uniform depth 
of planting can be more easily controlled by thoroughly 
working and leveling the soil before planting. The soil 
over the seeds should be pressed firmly after covering 
and if the soil is loose, as it should be, it should be re- 
membered that the seed will be pushed down deeper when 
the soil is firmed. In loose soil, fine seeds should be just 
barely covered and when the soil is firmed, the seeds will 
be at the proper depth. 


Two varieties sown in a row at the same time is bene- 
ficial for some slower germinating seeds. Radish is ideal 
for planting with carrot, celery, parsley and parsnip. The 
radish will come up first and mark the row for cultivating 
and weeding. The radish can be left in the row until 
large enough to harvest. It is also a good idea to sow 
the slower germinating seeds thickly to help the sprouts 
break through the crust on the surface, When up, they 
can be thinned to the proper spacing. 


Where an early, main crop and late harvest variety is 
available in the same vegetable, they can be planted all 
at one time for an all season supply. Other short season 
varieties can be sown every two weeks for an all season 
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is available for some other variety. One should not 
overlook the mid-summer planting of a great many 
vegetables that provide good fall crops. This lets you 
get the most from your garden and you will have tasty 
fresh vegetables in late summer and fall. Some varieties 
are at their best for freezing when matured in the cooler 


days of fall. 


Those wanting the most from their garden and to have 
it early, will want to start some varieties inside and 
transplant to the open ground after danger from frost. 
If earliness is of no concern, most of them can be sown 
in the open and will give just as good results. They 
will just come later and you will have a shorter season 
for enjoying them. 


Starting seeds inside has been simplified by the use of 
inexpensive aluminum trays and NODAMPOFF sphagnum 
moss. About two inches of damp moss is pressed firm in 
the trays and the seeds sprinkled on the surface. With 
fine seed no covering is necessary. The larger seeds 
should be just barely covered with additional dry moss 
and sprinkled lightly. The moss is again firmed and the 
job is done. The seeds sprout and grow to transplanting 
size without additional attention other than thinning and 
feeding with liquid fertilizer supplied with the moss. You 
will find these items listed among the garden supplies 
in this catalog. This method of starting seeds is faster 
than starting them in soil and the number of days from 
seeding to planting in the open can be reduced by as 
much as 10 to 15%. It is usually better to use less 
days than recommended, rather than more, as smaller 
plants transplanted will give better results than the tall 
spindly ones, 


As a word of caution, some of the real small seeds such 
as Begonia, Hybrid Petunia, ete., are quite expensive 
and a package contains only a small amount of seeds. 
In order to get many plants, it becomes necessary to 
start them inside. It is easy when following the method 
suggested above. This is also true of the varieties of 
flower seeds that take a long time to germinate such as 
eactus, cyclamen, fuchsia and iris. Varieties such as 
eggplant, peppers and tomatoes are real easy to start 
inside. Beside the fun of growing your own plants, you 
are able to have a wider choice of varieties and have the 
special strains you want. You are not limited to the few 
standard varieties that are usually offered in plants. 


Normal weather conditions will give a satisfactory return 
from the small garden without dusting or spraying in most 
years. However, more abundance and better quality can 
usually be had, by applying as a preventive measure the 
all purpose chemicals now on the market. They are easy 
to use and are well wofth while. The brands we re-

in the digestive fluid or liquid in the bottom of 
the stem,
